ELECTION AND REMARKS 
Election 

Applicant hereby elects, without traverse, to prosecute group 65. 

Remarks 

Applicant's paper filed November 6, 2003 was deemed non-responsive. However, 
Applicants respectfully point out that the restriction requirement mailed October 6, 2003 was 
unclear as to which claims fell within which group. Pursuant to a telephone conversation with 
Examiner James Schultz on October 13, 2003, Applicants elected to pursue claim 7 as 
renumbered by Examiner Schultz. (Claim 7 was previously claim 6 6 as there was a claim 
numbering error in the application as originally filed.) Accordingly, claim 7 is the same as 
originally filed claim 6 and has not been "altered" as indicated in the Office Communication 
mailed January 28, 2004. The previous information was discussed with Examiner Marvich in a 
telephone conversation on February 4, 2004. 

Additionally, Applicants believe the numbering of groups in the restriction 
requirement mailed October 6, 2003 is in error, which is why Examiner Schulz indicated election 
of claim 7 would be responsive to the restriction requirement mailed October 6, 2003. 
Specifically, groups "XXXVILXLVII" on page 3 are followed by group "LXVIII-LXI" and 
groups "LXII-LXXII" on pages 4-5, which equates to groups 37-47 followed by groups 68-61 
and groups 62-72. Applicants have provisionally elected group 65 from groups LXII-LXXII as 
numbered on page 4-5 with the understanding that group 65 includes claim 7 as renumbered by 
Examiner Schultz, and also includes nucleotides 1-89 of SEQ ED NO:9.
